North east Petroleu m In du stries, In c., 
a m ajor su pplier, said its price for low- 
su lfu r fu el h as ju mped from $4.9 0 in 
Jan u ary to a cu rren t $8.41. 
“ We u sed to talk abou t cen ts, bu t 
n ow th e ju mps are in th e dollar 
ran ge,” a spokesman said. “ Th ese 
prices will seem like giv eaw ay s 
com pared to wh at th ey will be in 
F ebru ary .” 
New En glan d in du stry for y ears h as 
depen ded on residu al oil, most of it 
foreign , becau se it was easy to sh ip by 
tan ker to A tlan tic Coast 
ports. 
Residu al oil accou n ts for 38 per cen t of 
th e total en ergy u sed by in du stry in 
New En glan d, compared with 11 per 
cen t n ation ally .

ju ry Finds 
H ouse O K s Energy Bill 
M eade Guilty

A jury of six women and six men 
found Denver Eugene Meade guilty of 
two counts of first degree murder 
yesterday evening. The jury an­ 
nounced about 5:30 they had reached a 
decision but it wasn’t until nearly an 
hour later they re-entered the court­ 
room. 
Meade has been on trial for the past 
ten days in connection with the Jan. 20, 
1973 shooting deaths of 36-year-old 
Charlotte Ann VanSickle and her 
teenage son, John Douglas VanSickle. 
Attorneys for Meade had admitted 
earlier that he had killed the two but 
based their case on a plea of not guilty 
by reason of insanity. 
Meade’s attorney had said earlier in 
the 
trial 
with 
all 
the 
evidence 
presented by the prosecution and over 
20 eye witnesses, the only course open 
to the defense was the plea of insanity. 
Judge William Ammer charged the 
jury Friday morning and they began 
their deliberation at 10:30. They had 
left the courtroom at 10:15 but it took 
some time to get the 90 exhibits for the 
prosecution displayed in the jury 
room. 
At 12:30 the jury recessed for lunch 
at the Pickaway Arms Restaurant. 
After lunch they again retired to the 
jury room where they stayed for 
another four hours before reaching a 
verdict. 
Carson L. Schaeffer, jury foreman, 
delivered the verdict to Clerk of Courts 


Sara Dresbach after the twelve had 
resumed their positions in the jury 
box. She conveyed the sealed envelope 
to the judge who read it and returned it 
to her. Mrs. Dresbach read the jury’s 
verdicts aloud as being guilty of two 
counts of first degree murder.

O f Residual Oil 


BOSTON (A P) — Supplies of the 
heavy oil that powers industrial 
machinery and runs power generators 
are down at least 15 per cent from last 
year’s levels in New England. 
Fuel dealers and government of­ 
ficials say most users have maintained 
production by cutting waste. But some 
suppliers fear there might be severe 
shortages this winter. 
The price of the fuel, called residual 
oil, has doubled or even tripled in some 
areas. 
A University of New Hampshire 
study said a barrel of oil that cost $3.78 
in November is now sometimes $11.88. 
Northeast Petroleum Industries, Inc., 
a major supplier, said its price for low- 
sulfur fuel has jumped from $4.90 in 
January to a current $8.41. 
“ We used to talk about cents, but 
now the jumps are in the dollar 
range,” a spokesman said. “ These 
prices w ill seem like giveaways 
compared to what they will be in 
February.” 
New England industry for years has 
depended on residual oil, most of it 
foreign, because it was easy to ship by 
tanker to Atlantic Coast ports. 
Residual oil accounts for 38 per cent of 
the total energy used by industry in 
New England, compared with ll per 
cent nationally. 
Supplier shortages so far average 15 
to 20 per cent, according to the 
Massachusetts Office of Consumer 
Affairs.

State Univ ersity , strawberry plants 
must be pro tected during sev erely co ld 
weather to prev ent dam age to the ro o t 
sy stem s, caused by fro st heav ing. 
Suitable m aterials fo r mulching are 
clean, seed-free wheat o r ry e straw. 
So me m aterials like leav es and o at 
straw, 
when wet, m ay 
pack and 
smo ther plants. 
Since it is no t best to mulch the 
plants befo re sev eral co ld perio ds - in 
the lo w 20’s - Utzinger reco mmends 
mulching between Thanksgiv ing and 
Christmas. No w that tem peratures are 
dro pping to the lo w 20’s, it is a go o d 
time to get the jo b do ne. 
Apply mulch by lo o sely spreading 
the straw 3 to 4 inches deep o v er the 
ro w. One large bale o f straw sho uld 
co v er abo ut 30 to 35 square feet o f an 
18 -inch wide ro w. 
In the spring when the plants start to 
gro w again, fo rk the straw o ff the 
plants and put it in the area between

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Adequate Lime Increases 
Fertilizer Value For Crops

Adequate lime can help crops make 
m ore efficient use of fertilizer, ac­ 
cording to Donald K. Myers, Extension 
A gronom ist 
at 
The 
Ohio 
S tate 
University. So applying lime to fields 
with low pH levels can be especially 
im portant during the fertilizer short­ 
age. 
Myers told participants in the recent 
Ohio Fertilizer and lim e Conference 
in Columbus that m any instances of 
the relationship of lime and more 
efficient response from fertilizer have 
been reported. He cited illustrations 
from Ohio and other states of higher 
forage crop yields as the pH level was 
increased from 5.0 to 7.5 by ap­ 
plications of lime. 
Ohio forage pH recommendations 
are formulated from this knowledge 
and from reasoning as to where the 
forage roots are located within the soil, 
M yers explained. 
He listed the 
following Ohio recommendations: 
pH 7.0 for deep-rooted legumes 
grown when the subsoil is less than pH 
6.1. 
pH 6.5 for deep-rooted legumes 
grown where the subsoil is more than 
pH 6.1. 
pH for tall grasses - 6.5. 
pH 6.0 for Kentucky bluegrass. 
Myers noted that in the decade from 


1961 to 1971, lime applications reduced 
the percentage of low-lime soil sam ­ 
ples tested at the OSU Soil Testing I Jib 
from 80 to 68. The average pH level in 
the samples was 5.9 in 1961 and 6.3 in 
1971; however, he insisted, there is still 
need for lime applications on most 
soils. 
Some of the points for consideration 
listed by Myers were: 
1. Remember that liming is the first 
step in the total program to produce 
crops effectively and efficiently. 
Liming acid soils is necessary for 
sustained high yields and maintenance 
of soil productivity. 
2. Consider limestone as a fertilizing 
agent that provides calcium for plant 
growth, production, and maintenance. 
3. Liming increases the efficiency of 
fertilizer. 
4. Future trends in nitrogen price 
and supply may influence the attention 
given to legumes. Producers may 
decide to produce a portion of their row 
crop nitrogen needs. Nitrogen fixing 
bacteria are quite sensitive to low pH 
levels. 
5. Limestone is an addition to land 
value, a long-term asset-sim ilar to 
fences and drainage. 
6. Farm products are now bringing 
the highest dollar value in history. If 
producers are ever to seek the best 
possible 
response to production 
practices, now is the time. 
And So It Grows

Mulch Strawberries 
Growing quality .strawberries in­ 
volves a number of cultural practices, 
and one of these is mulching. 
A ccording to J a m e s U tzinger, 
Extension Horticulturist at The Ohio 
State University, straw berry plants 
m ust be protected during severely cold 
weather to prevent dam age to the root 
system s, caused by frost heaving. 
Suitable m aterials for mulching are 
clean, seed-free wheat or rye straw. 
Some m aterials like leaves and oat 
straw , when wet, m ay pack and 
sm other plants. 
Since it is not best to mulch the 
plants before several cold periods - in 
the low 20’s - Utzinger recommends 
mulching between Thanksgiving and 
(Christmas. Now that tem peratures are 
dropping to the low 20's, it is a good 
tim e to get the job done. 
Apply mulch by loosely spreading 
the straw 3 to 4 inches deep over the 
row. One large bale of straw should 
cover about .'IO to 35 square feet of an 
18-mch wide row. 
In the spring when the plants start to 
grow again, fork the straw off the 
plants and put it in the area between

Poinsetta 
Season 
Is Here 
4-H O n The G o

The poinsettia, popular in many 
American Homes — especially at 
Christmas, prom ises to be even more 
popular with the introduction of long­ 
lasting cultivars during the past few 
years. 
According to Horticulturists Harry 
K. Tayam a and D. C. Kiplinger, of the 
Ohio State University Departm ent of 
Horticulture, the poinsettia was in­ 
troduced into the United States in 1825 
by Joel Robert Poinsett. Poinsett, the 
first U.S. am bassador to Mexico, 
obtained plants from the wilds of 
southern Mexico and introduced them 
to this country. The common name of 
the exotic plant — poinsettia — came 
from his last name. Botanically, the 
plant 
is 
known 
as 
E uphorbia 
pulchernm a. 
D espite false im pressions and 
erroneous reports published in recent 
years, the poinsettia is perfectly safe 
to use as a decorative plant in the 
home. 
Based on a study done by Robert P. 
Stone and W. J. Collins, Academic 
Faculty of Entomology, The Ohio State 
University, 160 rats showed no signs of 
toxicity or any apparent ill effects 
when 
given 
larg e 
doses 
of 
homogenates made from the leaves, 
bracts, of flowers of the poinsettia. 


i Rats are custom arily used as test 
objects for determ ining the relative 
toxicity of insecticides, fungicides, 
herbicides, etc.) EDA officials concur 
with the findings of Stone and Collins. 
Results of the study coincide with a 
rep o rt of D om inguez (1967) who 
analyzed the leaves, bracts, latex, and 
stem of the poinsettia and of Khastigir 
and Pradhan (1967) who analyzed the 
whole plant. They found the extracts to 
contain 
common 
plant sterols 
or 
trite rp e n e s, none com m only con­ 
sidered toxic.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
has voted to cut off military petroleum 
shipments to South Vietnam, Cam­ 
bodia and Ixios. 
The 60-33 vote Thursday would deny 
the Pentagon any money in a $73.3 
billion defense appropriation bill for oil 
export to any Southeast Asian govern­ 
ment. 
The Senate also accepted a $476 
million slash in President Nixon’s $1.1- 
billion budget for military aid in 
Indochina. 
The cuts are subject to change in a 
House-Senate conference. 
Sen. Norris Cotton, R-N.H., who 
sponsored the 
petroleum cutoff 
amendment, told the Senate “ I don’t 
propose to see my people in New 
England suffer from the cold while 
seeing this oil go out of the country.” 
He said the Pentagon is shipping the 
equivalent of 22,000 barrels of oil a day 
to Vietnam and 1,550 barrels to 
Cambodia. Sen. Mike Mansfield, l> 
Mont., said fuel also is going to l^os. 
Mansfield and Sen. Mark O. Hat­ 
field, R-Ore., cast the only negative 
votes in the Senate’s 89-2 passage of 
the military money bill. 
The measure is $3.98 billion below 
President Nixon’s budget and $836 
million below the total approved by the 
House last week. 
Chairman John L. McClellan, 13- 
Ark., of the Senate Appropriations 
Committee said that the defense bill is 
$2.1 billion below last year’s ap­ 
propriation and the lowest in terms of 
percentage of the total U.S. budget 
since the Korean war. 
He said the “ peace dividend” that 
had been expected to flow from the end 
of the Vietnam war has been eaten up 
by “ unbridled inflation, the in­ 
troduction of the all-volunteer concept 
necessitating higher military pay, the 
ever-increasing sophistication of 
weapons, the revaluation of the dollar 
and the energy crisis. 
The Senate bill restores two weapons 
systems the House had voted to scrap. 
The Pentagon’s full request of $135 
million was allowed for development 
of an antiballistic missile site defense 
system for protection of Minuteman 
missiles. In addition, $16.6 million was 
earmarked for developing the Navy’s 
Sanguine system for communication 
with submarines.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
has voted to cut off military petroleum 
shipments to South Vietnam, Cam­ 
bodia and I^aos. 
The 60-33 vote Thursday would deny 
the Pentagon any money in a $73.3 
billion defense appropriation bill for oil 
export to any Southeast Asian govern­ 
ment. 
The Senate also accepted a $476 
million slash in President Nixon’s $1.1- 
billion budget for military aid in 
Indochina. 
The cuts are subject to change in a 
House-Senate conference. 
Sen. Norris Cotton, R-N.H., who 
sponsored the 
petroleum cutoff 
amendment, told the Senate “ I don’t 
propose to see my people in New 
England suffer from the cold while 
seeing this oil go out of the country.” 
He said the Pentagon is shipping the 
equivalent of 22,000 barrels of oil a day 
to Vietnam and 
1,550 barrels to 
Cambodia. Sen. Mike Mansfield, D- 
Mont., said fuel also is going to I.aos. 
Mansfield and Sen. Mark O. Hat­ 
field, R-Ore., cast the only negative 
votes in the Senate’s 89-2 passage of 
the military money bill. 
The measure is $3.98 billion below 
President Nixon’s budget and $836 
million below the total approved by the 
House last week. 
Chairman John L. McClellan, D- 
Ark., of the Senate Appropriations 
Committee said that the defense bill is 
$2.1 billion below last year’s ap­ 
propriation and the lowest in terms of 
percentage of the total U.S. budget 
since the Korean war. 
He said the “ peace dividend” that 
had been expected to flow from the end 
of the Vietnam war has been eaten up 
by ‘‘unbridled inflation, the in­ 
troduction of the all-volunteer concept 
necessitating higher military pay, the 
ever-increasing sophistication of 
weapons, the revaluation of the dollar 
and the energy crisis. 
The Senate bill restores two weapons 
systems the House had voted to scrap. 
The Pentagon’s full request of $135 
million was allowed for development 
of an antiballistic missile site defense 
system for protection of Minuteman 
missiles. In addition, $16.6 million was 
earmarked for developing the Navy’s 
Sanguine system for communication 
with submarines.

Energy Crisis Erodes Environment 


NEW YORK <AP) - The energy 
crisis is eroding gains made by the 
environmental movement, but it also 
is forcing a new concern for the use of 
resources, a point long urged by the 
environmentalists. 
A major setback is the decision by 
the White House, reported Wednesday, 
to give control of atomic power plant 
emission standards to the Atomic 
Energy Commission, rather than the 
Environmental Protection Agency. 
“This is clearly a move by the Nixon 
administration against EPA, which it 
seems to disfavor,” said Roderick 
Cam eron, executive director and 
spokesman for the 
Environmental 
Defense Fund, one of the nation’s most 
influential environmental groups. 
Cameron, in an interview, outlined 
“the bad and the good” coming out of 
the energy crisis in term s of the en­ 
vironment. 
He described the bad as: 
The probable delay in enforcement 
of automobile emission standards. 
A relaxation of land reclamation 
rules for strip mining of coal. 
Rapid expansion of offshore 
drilling in new sites with equipment 
not 
properly 
designed 
for 
en­ 
vironmental safety. Offshore drilling, 
Cameron said, probably should Im* 
extended eventually, but he fears it 
won’t be done as carefully as it would 
have been. 
California lifted this week a four- 
year moratorium on drilling in the 
Santa Barbara Channel, where a IMH 
oil spill aroused widespread protest. 
The State lands Commission said on 
Tuesday, 
over protests 
from en­ 
vironmentalists, that it will allow 
exploration for oil in areas of the 
channel controlled by California. Rut 
each well drilled by oil companies 
must have state authorization, the 
commission said. 
In the same vein, the delay in 
construction of the Alaskan pipeline at 
the insistence of environmentalists 
produced, Cameron said, much better 
design. Now he wonders whether envi­ 
ronmental safety will la* carefully 
monitored in the new haste to build the 


pipeline because of the energy crisis. 
Congress last m onth authorized 
construction. 
The temporary use of high sulfur 
coal and other dirty fuels for power 
generation and heating is bad, 
Cameron said. Such use is “probably 
credible’’ right now, he said, but it is 
unfortunate and could have been 
avoided by better planning. 
On the positive side, Cameron said: 
“Our cowboy economy is a thing of the 
p a s t.” A m ericans, he said, are 
beginning 
to 
m anage 
natural 
resources with great care, something 
that should have begun long ago. 
“ As for the assumption that our 


resources are unlimited,” he said, 
“that assumption is coming to an 
end.” 
The various aspects of tra n s­ 
portation offer great potential for 
energy savings under the prod of the 
crisis, Cameron said. If we include 
under transportation energy the fuel 
required to manufacture as well as run 
buses, trucks and automobiles we have 
a figure that is 40 to 45 per cent of total 
national energy consumption, he 
added. 
“Our society can be tuned up,” 
Cameron said. “The American engine 
is so badly out of tune, it’s no wonder 
we’ve lost our competitive edge.”

It is virtually impossible to outline 
the myriad causes of this devastating 
condition which, as you know, op­ 
pressively affects the patient and those 
who surround him. 


Depression 
is 
defined 
as 
an 
emotional state of severe sadness 
associated with utter hopelessness and 
despair. Intertwined are factors of 
fear, guilt, loneliness, rejection, and a 
sense of utter inadequacy. 
These causes may occur singly, or in 
combination. 


It is well known that a physical 
illness can precipitate a bout of 
depression. It is not unusual for people 
with high blood pressure, severe heart 
disease, and marked arteriosclerosis 
to be depressed by what they consider 
to be a sense of impending doom. 
There is, therefore, a great need to 
give to your husband intensive 
psychological support at the same 
time that his blood pressure is being 
controlled. 
Many excellent drugs known as 
“psycho-energizers” are effective in 
lifting people from the depths of 
depression. 


A very fine book, “Understanding 
and Overcoming Depression,” by Dr. 
Jam es A. 
Brussell and Theodore 
Irwin, 
recently 
published 
by 
Haw thorn, traces the growth of 
knowledge about depression, and 
highlights the frequency with which 
the problem exists. 
Readers will gain excellent insight 
into the causes of depression, and the 
direction that should be pursued if the 
patient is to be elevated from the 
depths of unhappiness and again 
returned to his rightful place as a 
serviceable, productive human being. 


I moved to a new community and 
had my first visit with a strange 
doctor.

NEW YORK (AP) - Uke a lot of 
blue chip stocks, the securities in­ 
dustry seems to have lost its sense of 
direction, its ability to determine 
which is the way to progress, which to 
reaction. 
Colloquially speaking, someone 
might say it’s lost its understanding of 
which end is up, and at a very im­ 
portant time not only for its own in­ 
dustry, but for all endeavors that rely 
on capital. 
Says Ray Garrett Jr., chairman of 
the Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission, the primary regulator of the 
industry: 
“At a time when its role in the for­ 
mation of capital appears to be more 
critical than at any time one can 
recall, the securities industry is in a 
state of confusion and bickering, with 
morale low.” 
The consolidated ticker tape which 
was to report transactions for stocks 
wherever they were traded, a sub­ 
stitute for various tickers reporting 
trades for just one exchange, is still in 
limbo. 
The original timetable called for the 
tape to be operative now, but instead 
the various exchanges are only 
reaching agreement on ground rules. 
And after that they have to resolve 
differences with federal regulators. 
After 
bitter 
infighting 
and 
negotiating with the SEC, it was finally 
decreed that the industry would drop 
fixed commission rates on all transac­ 
tions by April 30, 1975. Now that 
determination is being questioned. 
The SEC tries to convince brokers 
that the end to monopoly pricing 
should spur them to become more 
efficient and imaginative and, con­ 
sequently, provide them with op­ 
portunities for profits. But, while they 
are convinced of the goodness of that 
system for others, the brokers aren’t 
sure it’s for them. 
Currently, the New York Stock 
Exchange is arguing that proposed 
legislation threatens to destroy the 
individual stock exchanges because it 
would permit trading of listed stocks 
outside 
pvrhnppo floors 


The alternative would be to kill the 
third m arket by making brokers join 
an exchange and conduct their trading 
through that exchange. But, the SEC 
says, that would mean less com­ 
petition, a return to monopoly con­ 
ditions. 
Speaking a few weeks ago to the 
Securities 
Industry 
Association, 
Garrett told them that it “cannot re­ 
create the happy world of the past.” 
“There is only one way to go,” he 
said, “and those who cannot adjust to 
the future, for whatever reason, will 
have to drop out. Those are harsh 
words; but, then, these are harsh 
tim es.”

Another 8.4 million children were 
receiving free school meals. To qualify 
for the free lunch program, a family of 
four can earn no more than $4,250 a 
year.

The Air 
Transport Association, a trade organ­ 
ization, estimates about 25,000 airline 
employes, including pilots, will lose 
jobs. 
Thursday, two more airlines an­ 
nounced staff reductions. 
Eastern, which already has said 360 
pilots will be furloughed at the end of 
January, says another 440 will bt' laid 
off, most in the first quarter. The 
airline also said another 2,460 em­ 
ployes in other classifications would bt' 
let go. 
Pan Am said 1,000 of its 5,000 cabin 
attendants would be furloughed as of 
Jan. IO. Pan Am already has dropped 
160 pilots and says further employe 
cuts will be announced shortly. 
There also has been a call by some 
pilots angry over the fuel cutbacks for 
a shutdown of air transport during the 
Christmas rush. But no cohesive action 
by pilots has materialized and the Air 
Line Pilots Association says it is too 
early to tell what may happen. 
The route reductions — if approved 
by the CAB — could mean the end of 
regularly scheduled air service to 
some of the communities, although 
most of the cities on the list are serv ed 
by more than one airline. 
Many of the towns that would be 
affected are in the northeast part of the 
country. However, three of the com­ 
munities are in Oklahoma and three 
others are in Ohio. 
Application by an airline does not 
mean the cities automatically w ill lose 
their service. 'The CAB, although it 
does not have authority to oversee air­ 
line scheduling, can require an airline 
to provide a minimum amount of 
service to communities on its route. 
Eastern proposed stopping its 
operations at Cincinnati and Akron- 
Canton in Ohio, Columbus Ga., 
Wilmington, 
Del., 
Kennedy Space 
Center, Fla., and New Haven, Conn. It 
also requested permission to abandon 
the Chicago to New Orleans route, 
although it said it wanted to keep its 
other routes into the two cities.

WASHINGTON ( A P ) 


Negotiators for Trans World 
Airlines and its striking 
stewardesses have reached 
an agreement that could end 
the sixweek-long walkout and 
put the airline back 
into 


operation by Christmas. 
The agreement, if ratified 


next week by the 5,062 TWA 
stewardesses and other flight 
attendants, could mean trav­ 
elers will find it easier to get 
home for the holidays. Most 
airlines have been reporting 
their flights heavily booked 
during the holiday period, 
with some markets almost 
sold out on certain days. 
No details of the agreement 


were announced. However, 
Matt Guinan, president of the 
Transport Workers Union and 
chief negotiator for the stew­ 
ardesses, said Friday night 
the union had sought higher 
wages and better working 
conditions, as well as some 
rule changes. 
Guinan said earlier that 


TWA 
originally offered 
a 


three-year contract with a 3 
per cent wage hike the first 
year, 2 per cent the second 
year and 3 per cent the third 
year. He said the union was 
seeking a two-year contract 
with a 7 per cent wage hike 
the first year and a 7 per cent 
wage and benefit increase the 
second year.

Miller, dairy spe­ 
cialist in the Economic R e­ 
search Service, said Friday 
that the latest figures for No­ 
vember show that the number 
of milk cows on farms ac­

increased from

The difference was slight, 


Miller said, but the increase 
was the first from one month 
to another in 20 years. Since 
then, the milk cow inventory 
has dropped each 
month, 


from a herd of 21.7 million 
head to about 11.3 million 
today. 
Milk production this year is 


expected to be about 116.5 bil­ 
lion pounds, about three per 
cent less than in 1972. Part of 
the reason is the shrinkage of 
the milking herd. 
High feed costs and attract­ 
ive prices for cull cows on 
slaughter markets prompted 
many dairy producers to trim 
their herds this year or sell 
out 
entirely. 
Another 
im­ 
portant factor, resulting from 
cutbacks on expensive feed 
rations, has been a drop in 
milk output per cow, the first 
decline in 30 years.

E,»uiPmen1 End Seen 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
Negotiators for Trans World 
Airlines and its striking 
stewardesses have reached 
an agreement that could end 
the sixweek-long walkout and 
put the airline back into 
operation by Christmas. 
The agreement, if ratified 
next week by the 5,062 TWA 
stewardesses and other flight 
attendants, could mean trav­ 
elers will find it easier to get 
home for the holidays. Most 
airlines have been reporting 
their flights heavily booked 
during the holiday period, 
with some markets almost 
sold out on certain days. 
No details of the agreement 
were announced. However, 
Matt Guinan, president of the 
Transport Workers Union and 
chief negotiator for the stew­ 
ardesses, said Friday night 
the union had sought higher 
wages and better working 
conditions, as well as some 
rule changes. 
Guinan said earlier that 
TWA originally offered 
a 
three-year contract with a 3 
per cent wage hike the first 
year, 2 per cent the second 
year and 3 per cent the third 
year. He said the union was 
seeking a two-year contract 
with a 7 per cent wage hike 
the first year and a 7 per cent 
wage and benefit increase the 
second year. 
The

for 
stewardesses 
before 
the 
strike was $760 a month, 
Guinan said. 


The decline still is expected 
to continue next year, but 
officials are beginning to 
think the severe nosedive in 
milk output which began a 
year ago is lessening earlier 
than anticipated. 
Robert R. Miller, dairy spe­ 
cialist in the Economic Re­ 
search Service, said Friday 
that the latest figures for No­ 
vember show that the number 
of milk cows on farms ac­ 
tually increased from a 
month earlier. 
The difference was slight, 
Miller said, but the increase 
was the first from one month 
to another in 20 years. Since 
then, the milk cow inventory 
has dropped each month, 
from a herd of 21.7 million 
head to about 11.3 million 
today. 
Milk production this year is 
expected to be about 116.5 bil­ 
lion pounds, about three per 
cent less than in 1972. Part of 
the reason is the shrinkage of 
the milking herd. 
High feed costs and attract­ 
ive prices for cull cows on 
slaughter markets prompted 
many dairy producers to trim 
their herds this year or sell 
out entirely. 
Another 
im­ 
portant factor, resulting from 
cutbacks on expensive feed 
rations, has been a drop in 
milk output per cow, the first 
decline in 30 years.

said his helicopter and two 
others had landed in a rice paddy 12 
miles south of Saigon and the men 
were unloading equipment when the 
shooting began. 
“ We were taken under 
intense 
enemy fire,” Liritz told a news con­ 
ference. “ I heard four heavy ex­ 
plosions land alongside my helicop­ 
ter.... We had no means of protection 
whatsoever.” 
I<aritz said the American who was 
killed was shot down “ in cold blood” 
after he had raised his hands to 
surrender as the team had been in­ 
structed to do if confronted by Com­ 
munist forces. 
“ My officer picked himself up out of 
the grass and mud, put his hands in the 
air and said something,” I^aritz said. 
“ I don’t know what he said. And at that 
time he was shot and killed.” 
The U.S. Embassy said three of the 
Americans on the team escaped in­ 
jury. The Saigon command said a 
South Vietnamese pilot was killed and 
three other Vietnamese were wounded 
by the Communist fire.

Bray said truck stops would be 
closed for IOO miles along Interstate 75 
from Richmond, Ky., to Dayton. 
Between 150 and 200 drivers at the 
truck stop near Franklin voted to 
petition Gov. John J. Gilligan, U.S. 
Sen. Robert Taft Jr., R-Ohio, and U.S. 
Rep. W alter Powell, R-Ohio, for help. 
M eanw hile, about 60 
tru c k e rs 
meeting in East Liverpool, reportedly 
decided to continue their shutdown in 
e a ste rn Ohio and w estern P enn­ 
sylvania at least until this afternoon. 
A spokesman for the truckers said a 
decision on whether to extend the 
shutdown beyond Saturday would be 
based largely on a planned meeting in 
P ittsb u rg this afternoon by the 
executive board of the Fraternal Order 
of S teel H aulers (FA SH ), which 
supported the initial stoppage. 
A FASH spokesman said earlier that 
the board would consider this af­ 
ternoon whether to recommend con­ 
tinuation of the protest by its ap­ 
proxim ately 25,000 m em bers.
